The final round of the five-round 
Masters of Motocross competition 
will take place Sunday, February 14, 
as part of the Seattle Kingdome 
Supercross in Seattle, Washington. 
The series featured two rounds in 
Holland and two in Italy and going 
into the finale in Seattle, Belgium’s 
Eric Geboers heads the point stand- 
ings with Californian Rick Johnson 
second. The European riders who 
will compete on Sunday will make 
an appearance at Saturday night’s 
Supercross in, the Kingdome. 
Although points leader Geboers is 
committed to running the Le Tou- 
quet Beach Race in Holland and will 
miss the Seattle race, among the 
Europeans expected to compete are 
Holland’s Davey Strijbos, Leo Com- 
bee, Pedro Tragter and Gert-Jan van 
Dorn, Belgium’s Peter Dirkx, and 
Italy’s Michele Fanton. 





Pam Kendrick of Greensboro, 
North Carolina, will serve as the 
1988 Miss Camel, a goodwill 
ambassador for the Camel Pro 
Series. Kendrick, 23, attends the 
University of North Carolina in 
Greensboro where she is majoring 
in pharmacy. Kendrick replaces 
Galia Gomez who served as Miss 
Camel in 1987. 


BMW of North America is recalling 
approximately 4700 motorcycles to 
correct a possible defect in the rear 
shock absorber mounting eyelet. It 
is estimated that in as many as 10- 
percent of these motorcycles, the 
lower mounting eyelet could crack 
as a result of an unfavorable manu- 
facturing tolerance. In most instan- 
ces the shock absorber will remain 
attached to the motorcycle rear drive 
assembly, but in extreme cases, the 
shock absorber could become det- 
ached. The motorcycles which are 
involved were produced from 
October 1985 to March 1987 and 
include the R80G/S, K75, and K100 
models except the K100LT. Owners 
of affected motorcycles have been 
contacted by BMW of North America 
and notified that repair of the shock 
absorber will be performed free of 
charge. 


The California Superbike School 
“Factory Ride” program for Wil- 











low Springs Motorcycle Associa- 
tion Novice class racers has been 
extended to include the WERA 
races held at Rosamond, Califor- 
nia‘s Willow Springs Raceway 
throughout the ‘88 season. The 
top six finishes for the year will 
count towards the nearly 
$15,000 sponsorship offered by 
the Superbike School.

Willow Springs has been a testing 
hotbed of late with HRC using the 
facility daily. Testing has included 
the use of RC30s, NSR500s, NS500s 
and NSR250s with Japanese : test 
pilots handling the riding. Team 
MacLean stopwatches had one pilot 
on a 1987 NSR500 cutting times 
under those of the lap record, held 
by Scott Gray on a Yoshimura 
Suzuki Tornado. The HRC test 
pilots have also been doing their 
share of crashing with three riders 
going down on Wednesday, Febru- 
ary 3, prompting one onlooker to 
question, “How many of them guys 
(riders) do they have?”

Letter to the New York Times 


Your report on the Justice Depart- 
ment’s action to ban three-wheeled 
ATVs was a great disappointment. 
I expected more from the Times than 
the simplistic and one-sided report 
you provided. 

Nowhere in: the article was evi- 
dence of journalistic probing for 
both sides of this issue. The anti- 
ATV viewpoint the Times presented 
overwhelmed the meager mention of 
the other side of this issue. Addition- 
ally, this sole reference attributed the 

ro-ATV argument to ATV manu- 
acturers, implying the manufactur- 
er’s position is founded on profit- 
motivated self interest. This ignores 
the mary ATV users who are fight- 
ing the ban and is far from the 
complete truth. 

A balanced article might have 
pointed out that even after lengthy 
and exhaustive research, the CPSC 
itself has not found any design faults 
with these vehicles. If ATVs are 
inherently dangerous ‘‘killer 
machines” (as critics loudly say), 
then how is it possible for some 
people to ride them for years without 
getting killed or injured? 

The answer is, the vehicle is 
neither safe nor unsafe. It can be 
either, depending on the people who 
use it. The problem is with the 
human controlling it. The respon- 
sibility is with the human riding it. 

However, since the Justice Depart- 
ment’s decree last month, Americans 
like you and I will be prevented from 
owning a certain product by the U.S. 
government. This is regardless of 
whether you or I will use it properly 
or improperly. It is in spite of no 
proof that the product itself is 
defective. This comes, of course, 
from the administration that prom- 
ised to get government off your back. 

One-sided reporting and grand- 
standing officials convince the 





nation, (then) government bans a 
product that it can’t prove defective 
and that many people use without 
incident. We all lose. Even if you 
don’t ride ATVs, perhaps you do ride 
bicycles, or you go boating, or maybe 
you ski, or you fly small planes, or 
climb mountains, or your son plays 
high school football. 

People hurt themselves participat- 
ing in all types of activities. Which 
one will be the next piece of meat 
for the frenzied media and govern- 
ment sharks? Maybe it will be your 
favorite pastime. Maybe it will 
damage your employment. 

I would like the Times and its 
readers to take a second look at the 
ATV controversy ...from both 
sides of the issue. Readers might also 
express opinions -to their elected 
representatives. Remember to tell 
them that you vote.

Machine is a Killer Machine,” 
reflects another attempt to attack 
motorcyclists and the motorcycle 
industry, while skating around the 
real problem with ATV safety and 
accidents. The “real” problem is the 
complete lack of responsibility by the 
parents of these children to properly 
provide safety equipment, training 
or instruction, supervision and a 
legal place to ride. 

As a 15-year veteran motocross 
racer, I have see the ATV from its 
conception and have witnessed 
hundreds of reckless ATV riders who 
operate their ATVs without any 
safety equipment at all. No helmet, 
boots, eye protection, etc. I have even 
seen barefoot riders. They allow 
unprotected passengers to ride as 
well, even though ATVs are not 
designed for two. 

Children ride unsupervised down 
city streets. Is this the fault of the 
manufacturers? = * 

Children and adults ride while 
intoxicated. (Richard) Narkewicz, 
(the reporter who wrote the article), 
conveniently forget to mention that 
the CPSC report indicates that a 
large percentage of ATV accidents 
involved alcohol. Is this the respon- 
sibility of the manufacturer? 

Let’s get serious. Any machine is 
a potential hazard and any adult 
would be naive to think otherwise. 
Whether it is a bench grinder, chain 
saw or ATV, it must be used with 
the proper safety equipment and 
respect. No parent would send his 
child out to play unsupervised with 
a chain saw but this same sensible 
caution is not used with ATVs. 

The motorcycle industry has com- 
promised enough by halting the 
production of three-wheelers and 
providing a training mechanism. 
Articles like this mislead the public 
and damage the sport of motorcy- 








cling and we don’t like it. Your

shows a rider wearing the proper 
safety equipment and I'll bet he is 
riding on private property (legally). 

Instead of throwing stones at 
ATVs, we should work on solving 
the real problem of irresponsible 
parents and adults who don’t care 
about safety until it’s too late.

Round 1 


Ward dazzles ’em 
in the Astrodome

HOUSTON, TX, FEB. 6 


The opening round of the 1988 Coors 


Supercross Series blasted off to a thundering 


start in the Houston Astrodome with all the 


factory teams showing up in full force, but 


when the dust had settled, only 
one rider reigned — Kawasa- 
ki’s Jeff Ward. The defending 
supercross champ led all the 
way in the 20-lap main event, clearly 
beating his most respected rival, 
Team Honda’s Ricky Johnson. 
Johnson was hampered by a medi- 


ocre start and that was all Ward 
needed to claim his fourth consec- 
utive victory at the Astrodome. 

‘T m pumped about winning here 
four times in a row. I don’t think 
anyone has done that anywhere. ‘I 
must like it here, I guess,” said Ward. 

Johnson had his chance to win but 
waited a little too late to start his 
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Ward (1) leads George Holland (3), Jeff Stanton (8), Micky Dymond 
(6). Tommy Watts (22) and Rick Johnson (2) at the start of the main. 


attack on Ward. After getting a 
fourth-place start, Johnson worked 
his way into second by lap four and 
found about a seven-second gap 
between himself and the leader. It 
wasn’t until the last few laps that 
Johnson began chipping away at 
Ward’s lead. With one lap to go, 
Johnson was within striking dis- 
tance of Ward, but time ran out for 
the El Cajon, California, rider. 

“I was the reason I didn’t win,” 
said Johnson. “I should’ve been on 
the ball a little faster, and I should’ve 
been riding a little smoother and 
quicker. I just blew it.” 

Johnson has yet to win a super- 
cross in Houston. “There’s nothing 
wrong with Houston; I love the 
Astrodome. I just think my prepa- 
ration isn’t good enough.” 

Ward earned $2045 out of the 
$35,000 purse, while Johnson pock- 
eted $1841 for finishing second. 

Third place went to Yamaha's 
Micky Dymond who was nursing an 
injured hand and a bad headache 
following a practice crash that saw 
Dymond fly off the finish line 
plateau jump and land at the side 
of the course on top of a hay bale 
in order to avoid hitting another 
rider. Dymond hurt his hand and was 
briefly knocked out after hitting his 
head on the ground. 

A battered Dymond said shortly 
before the start of the main event, 
“It’s not going to be easy (to ride),”’ 
but a third-place start netted him a 
third place finish. 

Ron Lechien, Ward’s teammate 
made up for a seventh-place start and 
a fourth-lap fall to claim a hard- 
earned fourth, while Suzuki’s Erik 
Kehoe rounded out the top five. 

Kawasaki made it a clean sweep 
at the Houston Coors Supercross 
when Jeff Matiasevich claimed the 
125cc class win on his KX. Matiase- 
vich, like Ward, led every lap in the 
20-lap main over another Kawasaki 
rider, Mike Kiedrowski. Suzuki 
support rider Paul Winn, Honda- 
mounted Kyle Lewis and Suzuki 
rider Ty Davis filled out the top five. 
For winning Matiasevich collected 
$341. 

More than 42,000 spectators nearly 
filled the Houston Astrodome and 
saw racing on what some riders said 
was the toughest supercross track 
they've ever ridden. 
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“It was tough out there; it was a 
rough course,” said Ward. “(John) 
Savitski built a real demanding 
course. I hope he doesn’t do that too 
many more times.” 

“Oh, man! Tonight was really 
tough,” said Kehoe. “‘T’ll tell ya, the 
last few laps it really showed, a lot 
of the guys were slowing down near 
the end. It really showed who’s been 
training.” 

“I have to say that this is the 
toughest supercross Ive ever rid- 
den,” said Dymond. “The track was 
long, there were whoops after 
whoops, and lots of jumps.” 


Heats 

In the first of four eight-lap heat 
races, from which the top four riders 
transfer directly to the main, Yamaha 
rider Doug Dubach blasted into the 
lead, but before the first lap was over 
Yamaha’s Broc Glover had stormed 
to the front and Kehoe and Yamaha’s 
Jeff Stanton settled into second and 
third. But a lap later, Dubach 
retaliated on Stanton and took over 
third. 

Glover quickly jumped out to a 
comfortable eight-second lead, 
which turned out to be more than 
enough insurance when he stalled 
his YZ in a turn. Glover kept his cool, 
restarted and cruised home for the 
easy win over Kehoe, Dubach and 
Kawasaki-mounted, TUF-sponsored 
Keith Bowen, who passed Stanton 
two laps from the finish. Although 
Dubach qualified for the main, he 
twisted his knee in the process, which 
put him out of contention for the 
night. 

The second heat race saw Suzuki’s 
Johnny O’Mara work his way up 
from a sixth-place start to win. 
Suzuki-mounted Jeff Frisz was the 
early leader but crashed on the third 
lap. That gave the lead to Kawasaki 
rider Larry Brooks, who endoed a lap 
later, injuring his shoulder. Brooks 
idled around the track for the rest 
of the race, while Suzuki-mounted 
Canadian Ross Pederson found 
himself in the lead. But that didn’t 
last for long as O’Mara passed him 
and took over the top spot. Riding 
with a sore knee that he jammed at 
the Anaheim (California) MTEG 
Stadium Motocross a week before, 
O’Mara went on to take the win. 
Second went to Kawasaki rider 
Tommy Watts, third to Pederson and 








fourth to Kawasaki-mounted Dennis 
Hawthorne. 

Honda’s George Holland powered 
into the early lead in the third heat, 
but a lap later Johnson was out in 
front and pulling away. Johnson 
easily won, while Holland had sole 
control of second, but all eyes were 
focused on Dymond, who was near 
the back of the pack. At the halfway 
point, Dymond got on the gas and 
picked off Drew Shane, Jason 
Upshaw and Jeff Hicks to claim 
third on the last lap. Hicks took 
fourth. 

Ward and Lechien put on a show 
in the final heat race. Ward took the 
early lead, and Lechien chased him 
the whole way. Following in a 
distant third and fourth were Hon- 
da’s Jeff Leisk and Yamaha-mounted 
Shaun Kalos, respectively. 

The battle for the lead lasted most 
of the race, but it was Ward taking 
the fairly close win over Lechien. 


Semis 

The first of two semis, where the 
top two riders transfer to the main, 
saw Stanton storm into the lead and 
take the win, leaving Cagiva’s Mike 
Healey, Suzuki rider Ray Sommo 
and Honda rider Upshaw battle for 
second. 

Healey eventually took himself 
out of contention when he bailed 
over.a double jump, letting Sommo 
and Upshaw have at it. It was an 
intense dogfight with Upshaw pass- 
ing Sommo through a section of 
whoops. But Upshaw blew his 
chance for the main when he went 
down over a plateau jump, giving 
Sommo second at the finish. 

The second semi was a breeze for 
Kawasaki rider Mike Fisher. He led 
from start to finish without a chal- 
lenge, while Yamaha rider Billy 
Frank held second the whole way 
without a fight, as well. A distant 
third went to Brooks. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

The LCQ featured one of the 
closest battles of the night between 
Brooks and Upshaw. The two riders 
traded the lead four times during the 
first lap alone. With Upshaw leading 
on the third lap, Brooks, riding with 
a possible cracked bone in his 
shoulder from his heat race crash, got 
the crowd to roar with a daring pass 
over a triple jump. Brooks pulled up 
alongside Upshaw and both -riders 
sailed through the air side-by-side 
with Brooks edging ahead and 
taking the win and final transfer 
position of the night, inches ahead 
of Upshaw. 

Main 

Ward, Holland, Dymond, John- 
son and Kehoe all managed to stay 
clear of a first-turn pileup which 
claimed at least five riders, including 
O’Mara. The crash put an end to 
O’Mara’s night when one of the 
downed bikes’ footpegs punched a 
hole in his Suzuki’s gas tank. Gas- 
oline poured out of his bike and onto 
the track as he picked himself off the 
ground. 

“I was just in the middle of it 
(pileup), and I had nowhere to go,” 
said O’Mara. “I tried to muscle my 
way through, but I couldn’t hold it 
up. Then I looked down and saw the 
gas coming out. I really couldn’t do 
anything about it.” 

Out on the track, Ward began 
stretching his lead over Holland, 
Dymond, Johnson, Stanton, Kehoe, 
Glover, Lechien, Watts and 
Pederson. 

Johnson was the first of the top 
runners to make a move by passing 
Dymond on lap two, then a lap later 
Holland was Johnson’s next victim. 
But once into second, Johnson found 
that Ward had built up a sizeable 
lead, about seven seconds. 














Jeff Matiasevich won the 125cc 
main over Mike Kiedrowski. 





Four laps into the race, Dymond 
had overtaken Holland and soon 
found himself alone in third. 

Positions remained the same for 
the next three laps, then both Kehoe 
and Glover shot past Stanton, as did 
Lechien a lap later. Lechien kept his 
drive alive by quickly passing Glover 
and setting out after Kehoe. The 
Kehoe/Lechien dice lasted a few laps 
before Lechien motored passed 
Kehoe in a section of whoops. 

By the halfway point, Ward and 
Johnson were heading into lapped 
traffic, comfortably ahead of 
Dymond. The lappers caused the 
frontrunners to become quite spread 
out. About tive seconds behind was 
Dymond, followed by Lechien, 
Kehoe, Glover, Holland and Stan- 


_ ton, none of whom were threatening 


one another. 

At this point all eyes were fixed 
upon the Ward and Johnson race. 
Could Johnson catch Ward with five 
laps remaining? 

Johnson slowly but surely reeled 
in Ward, but time was running out. 
With one lap to go, Johnson was less 
than two seconds behind Ward, but 
that was as close as he could get. 
Ward flew across the finish line with 
his left hand high in the air, and 
Johnson trailing in his dust. 
Dymond cruised home alone in 
third, followed by Lechien, Kehoe, 
Glover, Holland, Stanton, Leisk, 
Kalos and Bowen. 

“I got a real good start,” said Ward 
afterwards. “I saw Ricky back there 
a little bit; he got through the first 
few places pretty good, and then I 
pulled away, riding real smooth. 
Then I made some mistakes, and I 
almost went down once. Going 
through a section of whoops, I hit 
sideways, started skimming, and I 
almost went off the track. I know I 
lost a couple of seconds there, on the 
seventh or eighth lap. 

“He (Johnson) closed quite a bit 
there, and he knew that. And when 
he sees ya that close, he really attacks 
hard. Rick closed in at the end, but 
I was slacking off a little bit because 
I knew how much time was left and 
how hard he had to push to catch 
me. It worked out great. 

“I feel really good right now,” 
continued Ward. “I’m 100 percent 
physically; I have no injuries, so I’m 
feeling great. We (Johnson) are 
starting off as even as can be, we’re 
evenly matched so far.” 

“I got hit real hard in the first 
turn; I think four riders went down 
around me, so I was lucky to make 
it through,” said Johnson. “Jeff had 
some good lines around the track, 
they were pretty much the same 
lines I was taking, but I started 
venturing on different parts of the 
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Larry Brooks (14) edged Jason Upshaw out of the final transfer to the 





main in the Last Chance Qualifier, one of the closest races of the night. 





track, trying to find ways to make 
up time. All I did was lose time, so 
then I had to go back to the basic 
lines and just ride them faster than 
Jeff, but he had too much space on 
me to catch him. 

“This is the first race of the season, 
and it wakes me up and lets me know 
what kind of shape I’m in; I found 
out I’m not in good enough shape, 
because I was pretty tired. 

“I don’t like coming in second, so 
I’m upset at myself that I didn’t ride 
faster and stronger. So I have to sit 
down and have a chat with myself 
to make me go faster. I’m mad at 
myself for being tired. 

“I feel a lot better about the start 
of this year than I did last year, 
though. I started the first round 
(1987) with zero points, now I’m 
three points behind Jeff. I made up 
25 points last year, I think I can make 
up three.” 


“I had a good start and I tried to 
stay with Johnson and Ward’s pace,” 
said Dymond. “They were just going 
a little faster than I could go tonight. 
Then I just rode hoping one of them 
would make a mistake. My hand was 
sore but it didn’t bother me too 
much.” 

“We did some bar-banging on the 
first lap,” said Kehoe. “Lechien got 
right on me and started pushing me 
really hard, and it wore me out. He 
got by me, and I should’ve passed 
him back right there. I tried and gave 
it all I had to pass him back, but 
I used up too much energy. He just 
got away.” 

Holland, who was at one time 
running second, said, “I got a good 
start and rode good for the first half 
of the race, but my timing was off 
pretty bad in the stutter bumps, and 
I was losing a lot of time there. I 
still feel a little rusty.” 





125cc Main 

Matiasevich and Kiedrowski were the 
two 125cc heat race winners, and the 
same two riders were at each other’s 
throats in the main event, battling 
for the lead. 

When the gate dropped, Matiase- 
vich roosted into the lead ahead of 
Kiedrowski, Winn, LCQ winner Ty 
Davis, Yamaha rider Chris Young, 
Suzuki-mounted Jimmy Gaddis, 
Robert Hayes and Kyle Lewis. 

Matiasevich slowly inched his way 
ahead of Kiedrowski, while Davis 
was eyeing Winn’s every move. 
Lewis was on the gas and had taken 
control of fourth by the fourth lap, 
with Winn dropping back to fifth. 

With just a few laps to go, Mati- 
asevich was in complete command 
over Kiedrowski with about a three 
second lead. Third was up for grabs, 
though, as a fierce battle raged 
between four riders; Davis, Kalos, 
Winn and Yamaha rider Michael 
Craig, who started the race near the 
back of the pack. 

On the final lap, the four riders 
swapped back and forth with Winn 


-edging into third over Lewis, Davis 


and Craig.

Chuck Springsteen won the main event in 
the Budweiser-sponsored final round of the 
Indoor Pro Ice Race Series, but the series 


title went to Bryan 


third in the main behind 
Springsteen and Dan Ingram. 
Hardin had a two-point 
cushion over Springsteen 
entering the final round and the two 
tied on points in the match races, 
giving the title to Ortonville, Mich- 
igan’s Hardin, 60 to 58. 

Hardin, who is sponsored by 
College Bike Shop, ND, Arai, fellow 
competitor Ed Morris, Buck's Auto 
Body, and his parents, scored 11 
points on the night by winning one 
of his five match races and finishing 
second in the other four. Along with 
the number one plate for next year’s 
series, Hardin won $1200 of the $3000 
American Honda point fund. Six- 
teen riders competed in the series and 
all but one, Suzuki-mounted Jack 
Mayer, were aboard Hondas. 

Springsteen pulled off three wins 
in his match races, but two third 
place finishes allowed Hardin to 
maintain his two-point winning 
margin. Springsteen was sponsored 
by his brother Jay, his father, and 
Rick Kessler, Bell, Castrol, Dia- 
mond, and Hi-Point. His second 
place finish in the final point 
standings earned him $600 in Amer- 
ican Honda-supplied greenbacks. 

The main event provided a wild 
and wooly ending to the series as it 
required two restarts. Springsteen 
maintained control throughout the 
restarted event, leading Ingram, 
Hardin and Don Estep across the 


- line.Estep_was. highpoint. man_on 





Hardin, who finished 


the night as he won three of his five 
match races and finished second in 
the other two. 

Starter Carl Murat commented on 
the restarts in the main event: “A 
couple of years ago, I’d have handed 
out $50 rough riding penalties to a 
lot of these guys.” 

For six-time series champ Garth 
Brow the 1988 series was a disap- 
pointment. Brow finished the series 
in fifth place and was sixth in the 
main event at Muskegon 

Last year’s series champ, Dave 
Hebb, finished this year’s series in 
seventh place, eighth in the main 
event. 

The Staton Lorenz-promoted ser- 
ies ended in a tie for third place 
honors between Ed Morris and 
Ingram, but the tie was broken in 
favor of Morris and his higher 
number of first place match race 
finishes. Morris collected $400 and 
Ingram $300 from the American 
Honda point fund. 

Mark Wyskiel of Highland, Mich- 
igan, was named Rookie of the Year. 
The Bryon Molloseau/Lectron 
Carbs/Parents-sponsored Junior 
class racer finished ninth overall in 
the series. e

15th Annual SCORE Parker 400 


Smith solos to fifth 
Parker 400 victory

PARKER, AZ, JAN. 30 


Team Husqvarna’s Dan Smith turned in a 
flawless solo performance over 300 miles of 
erueling, high-speed desert terrain to take 
the overall win in the SCORE Parker 400. 


‘With an average speed of 
almost 60 mph, the 500XC 
pilot rocketed up from his 
eighth-off-the-line starting 
position to take the physical lead by 
the end of the first 96-mile lap. 

Smith kept the charge going for 
two more laps and, when the check- 
ered flag dropped after five hours of 
racing, the big white Husky crossed 
the finish line with a time-adjusted 
lead of more than five minutes to give 
Smith his fifth Parker 400 win in a 
row. 

“I got a lot of good breaks early 
in the race because everyone else had 
problems,” Smith said. “I caught up 
to a bunch of guys right off the start 
and just wheelied past them. From 
then on I was just cruising. I had 
no problems and that made a big 
difference to how things turned out.” 

Smith’s solo attempt in what has 
traditionally been a team race was 
prompted by SCORE’s latest change 
in the Parker 400 format. Instead of 
the usual start on the grueling 
California loop, SCORE raced this 





year’s motorcycle and ATV compet- 
itors through three laps on the wide- 
open Arizona loop. 

“We discussed it before the race 
and we didn’t feel it was going to 
be tough enough to make it a team 
race,” Garth Sweetland, Smith’s 
Husky teammate, said. “We weren’t 
too hip about riding three Arizona 
loops anyway because it’s really fast, 
so we decided to go with two solo 
entries instead of one team entry.” 

The daring solo bids paid off. 
Husky’s two bites of the Parker 400 
apple translated into an Open class 
win for Smith and saw Sweetland 
bring home an impressive fourth 
place finish in Class 22 (motorcycles 
over 251cc). 

SCORE’s new format drew only 
42 motorcycle entries for this year’s 
race, but the competition was as 
fierce as ever when the starting flag 
dropped for the first time at 6:30 a.m. 

The first racer off the line was 
Yamaha’s Dan Ashcraft who, like 
Smith and Sweetland, was trying his 
hand at soloing the event. Ashcraft 
gunned his YZ490 off the line in style 














just as the sun started to rise but his 
high hopes were dashed just minutes 
after the starting flag dropped. 

“I plugged the spark arrestor up 
right off the start,” Ashcraft said. “I 
got five or six miles up the first wash 
and had to come back. We lost 15 
minutes fixing it. When I finally got 
going again everyone was in front 
of me. I was back in 19th the first 
time through the pits.” 

Further back in the starting lineup 
YZ250 pilots Mike Baker and Kurt 
Pfeiffer also were having spark 
arrestor problems. 

“We asked the officials before the 
race and they said we didn’t need to 
use a spark arrestor so we jetted the 
bike without one. Then they said we 
had to put one on,” said Baker. “The 
bike wouldn’t run at all so we had 
to change the needle in the first pit. 
We lost a lot of time doing that and 
we were about seven minutes behind 
when we finally got it fixed.” 

The race started to go wrong for 
Colorado racer Jim Thompson at the 
20-mile mark. 

“Right before I was going to trade 
off with (partner) Jeff (Darland), I 
broke the front brake caliper,” said 
Thompson. “Jeff rode 40 miles with 
no front brake and when I got back 
on the bike we had no back brake 
either. I rode 40 miles back to the 
pits with no brakes at all and then 
spent 18 minutes fixing everything. 
We knew we couldn’t catch up after 
that.” 

For Smith, the problems started 
the week before the race. 

“I sprained my foot last weekend 
at the National Hare & Hound (near 
Red Mountain, California),’’ Smith 
said. “I came straight here from that 
race and got it X-rayed. The doctor 
said it was only a sprain but he told 
me I wasn’t going to be racing this 
weekend. I sat with my foot up in 
the air for three days at the beginning 
of the week. It was swollen up like 
a balloon. The swelling went down 
on Tuesday to where I could get my 
foot into a boot so I started prerun- 
ning. I didn’t know if I was going 
to be racing right up to the time the 
race started.” 

Smith’s injured foot was forgotten 
the moment he left the starting line 
and the Husky ace was obviously a 
strong contender as he rocketed off 
the line and disappeared in a cloud 
of-dust. Smith set a blistering 59.69

mph pace in his first circuit of the 
96-mile course and elbowed his way 
past the seven earlier starters and into 
the dust-free physical lead halfway 
around the first loop. 

Rapid first loop rides also were 
turned in by the Team Green teams 
of Randy Morales/Larry Roeseler 
and Paul Krause/Grant Palenske. 
Both teams were within two minutes 
of Smith at the 50-mile mark, but 
the Kawasaki blitz ran out of steam 
just before the end of loop one. 

“Paul Krause ran out of gas about 
a mile from the finish of the first 
loop and then we ran out too,” said 
Morales. “That held us up for a 
while and after we both got going 
again Grant got a flat.” 

“We were running strong in the 
first loop but I got a flat,” said 
Palenske. “I had to ride slow for 
miles and then it took us two minutes 
or so to change the tire. That really 
killed us.” 

And Team Green’s run of bad luck 
was still not over. 

“We passed Grant and were up in 
second behind Dan (Smith),” said 
Morales. “Larry (Roeseler) brought 
the bike in to Midway and handed 
it over to me and that’s when I ate 
it. There were a couple of bad dips 
about two miles out from Midway 
and I was charging too hard when 
I hit them. We’d been having prob- 
lems with the brakes foaming up too 
- sometimes they’d be there and 
sometimes they wouldn’t. I just went 
into the dips too fast. I went right 
over the bars and that was it.” 

Morales’ high-speed get-off 
resulted in a separated shoulder and 
put his Team Green entry out of the 
race. 

Further back in the starting line: 
up, Kawasaki’s Ted Hunnicutt/Brett 
Howell duo had the jump on the 
250cc field (Class 21). 

Hunnicutt and Howell put in a 
sizzling 58-mph first loop and were 
a full four and a half minutes ahead 
of the Baker/Pfeiffer YZ250 as they 
headed out into loop two. Sixteen- 
year-old solo rider Chris Strang, 
aboard a Honda CR250, was half a 
minute back in third. 

In the 125cc division (Class 20), the 
race strategy adopted by the Frank 
Chase/John Braasch Yamaha team 
seemed to be working well. 

“John won this (class) last year 
and I was second, so we thought if

we teamed up we’d have to win it,” 
Chase said: “We were five minutes 
ahead in our class halfway ‘round 
the first loop’ and it was up to 35 
minutes the second time around. We 
had no problems at all. Everything 
was going great.” 

Things were not going so well 
further back in Class 20 as Honda- 
mounted Robert Miller/Greg Itson 
fought it out for second in the time- 
adjusted standings with the Yamaha 
team of Kevin Case/Chase 
Bankhead. 

Case got caught in dust behind a 
four-wheeled ATV as he raced into 
the pits at the end of loop one and 
performed a spectacular endo that 
put him out of the running with 
cracked ribs and a suspected broken 
wrist. The accident left the rest of 
the racing up to his 16-year-old 
partner. 

Endos were also the name of the 
game in the Over-30 class. Yamaha 
pilot Kenny Parry left the starting 
line in a big hurry, swapped ends 
a few times and then flew off the bike 
just a few yards down the trail. 

“He bent the bars all up and they 
were pretty wasted when I got them,”’ 
reported Parry’s teammate, Mike 
Sixbery. “Then I got on the bike. I 
went screaming down a wash, hit the 
brakes and found I didn’t have any 
so I left the bike and did some work 
on the bars too! They were bent so 
bad we had to change them after half 
a loop.” 

The endos put Parry and Sixbery 
back in fourth as the Over-30 racers 
came out of the first loop, with the 
Morgan Malocco/Charlie Barney 
Kawasaki out in front by 15 seconds 
over Husqvarna-mounted Jonas Par 
Gaaf and Bob Johnson. The Scott 
Anderson/Michael Burke Yamaha 
was in third. Mike Harper and Ron 
Gray had opened up an impressive 
20-minute lead in the Over-38 class. 

Out in front of the pack, Smith’s 
second loop was as uneventful as his 
first. 

“I rode really hard trying to get 
into the lead, but once I was out there 
I just started cruising,” said Smith. 

Smith’s 58-mph “‘cruise’’ through 
loop two stretched his lead to a time- 
adjusted five and a half minutes over 
the Krause/Palenske KX500 and the 
Hunnicutt/Howell KX250. The two 
Kawasaki teams were dead even on 
adjusted time as they headed out into 
the third and final loop of the race. 

Fourth in the time-adjusted stand- 
ings was held by the Baker/Pfeiffer 

YZ250, with Phil and Jim Means on 
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The Mike Baker/ Kurt Pfeiffer team finished third overall to top the 250cc 
class aboard a Yamaha YZ250, despite a flat rear tire.

an Open class Honda/ATK and 
Sweetland’s 500XC Husky less than 
three minutes behind. 

A second-loop sprint by Ashcraft 
rocketed him into fifth in the Open 
class standings. Mark Vanscourt and 
Scott Mapes had raced their way to 
third in the 250cc ranks, and Chase 
and Braasch were more than half an 
hour ahead of their nearest 125cc 
class rivals. 

The Malocco/Barney duo had 
stretched their Over-30 lead to just 
over a minute and the Harper/Gray 
team had 40 minutes on their nearest 
Over-38 rivals. 

Smith’s flawless performance con- 
tinued as he tackled the grueling 
loop for the last time, but some of 
the other frontrunners were not as 
lucky. 

While running second overall, two 
minutes ahead of their nearest class 
rivals, disaster struck the Hunnicutt/ 
Howell Kawasaki as Howell headed 
into Midway for the last rider 
change. 

“We led our class right from the 





start and had a really good ride but 
we ended up breaking 75 miles from 
the end of the race,” said Hunnicutt. 
“We don’t really know what hap- 
pened yet but we’re kind of 
depressed. It was almost three in a 
row for me - I won the Baja 500, then 
the Baja 1000 and Parker was right 
there.” 

Malocco and Barney also disap- 
peared from the running, leaving Par 
Gaaf and Johnson struggling to hold 
onto the Over-30 lead with two flat 
tires. 

Sweetland had an off-the-bike 
experience near Midway in his final 
loop. 

“I came off pretty good and it took 
me a while to get back up and on 
it again. I probably lost a couple of 
minutes there,” he said. 

But the loop-three gremlins could 
not catch Smith. The Husky racer 
from Viaslia, California, kept up the 
pace right to the checkered flag, 
completing his 288-mile solo run in 
four hours and 54 minutes. 

“This thing ran so good today I

just can’t believe it,” said Smith, 
patting the Husky’s tank. “It didn’t 
miss a beat. 

“I think it was a pretty easy race,” 
said Smith, who thanked Cagiva 
North America, Alpinestar, Golden 
Spectro, Metzeler, Arai, Goldbelt, 
F&L, Scott, HRP and Z Racing. 
“The Arizona loop is pretty smooth. 
It’s the California loop that’s the 
tough one.” 

The second bike to cross the finish 
line was the Krause/Palenske 
KX500, which took second overall in 
the time-adjusted standings a little 
more than five minutes behind 
Smith. 

“Our biggest problem was the flat 
early in the race - that really put us 
back,” said Palenske, who thanked 
Kawasaki, Tsubaki, ICRT, IMS and 
teammate Krause and his family. 
“Our fairing broke off too but that 
really didn’t cost us any time. Dan 
just rode well and we had-a flat - 
that’s the story.” 

The Phil Means/Jimmy Means 
Honda/ATK crossed the finish line 
in third but was relegated to fourth 
in the time-adjusted results by the 
hard-charging 250cc team of Baker 
and Pfeiffer, who finished a few 
seconds later. 

“We had a trouble-free ride,” said 
Phil Means. “Our only problem was 
that the bike does about 80 to 85 mph 
flat out and that just isn’t fast enough 
for a race like this.” 

“Our ride was trouble free except 
for the flat,” said Baker, who is 
backed by Tsubaki/Protech/Ascer- 
bis/Smith/Oakley/Malcolm Smith/ 
Hallman/Spectro/Trick/Orange 
County Cycle/Beach Yamaha. “The 
flat put us back so far I didn’t think 
we were going to do it. We didn’t 
even have time to change the back 
tire.” 

Fifth over the finish line and fifth 
in the time-adjusted standings was 
Team Husky’s Garth Sweetland. 

“I had no mechanical problems; 
just changed a tire once,” said the 
solo rider from Phoenix, Arizona. “It 
was just too fast for me.” 

The second 250cc entry to cross the 








line (sixth overall) was the KX250 
piloted by Kawasaki’s Mark Vans- 
court and Scott Mapes. Yamaha’s 
Ashcraft continued his move up 
through the pack to claim seventh 
overall (fifth in the Open class). 

Scott Morris brought the Morris/ 
Folks Husky in to claim third in the 
250cc class. Morris was followed in 
by CR250 pilot Chris Strang and 
KX250 pilot Mike McDonald, who 
said he was riding with, “John 
Alexander, no fourth gear and a bad 
set of forks.” 

The honors in the 125cc class were 
claimed by Chase and Braasch, who 
finished 10th overall in the time- 
adjusted standings. Chase thanked 
Covina Yamaha, Maxima, Smith 
Goggles, O’Neal, and Burbank Tool 
Grinding. 

The Par Gaaf/Johnson Husky 
team led the Over-30 riders home, 
despite losing almost 20 minutes to 
flat tires in the final loop. The Husky 
team’s nearest Class 30 competition 
was from Scott Anderson and 
Michael Burke, who brought their 
YZ490 home in 14th overall. Third 
in the Over-30 class went to the 
Parry/Sixbery team’s rather battered | 
YZ250, which crossed the finish line 
in 16th overall. 

Husky pilots Mike Harper and 
Ron Gray finished 22nd overall to 
take a wire-to-wire win in Class 38.¢

award money and $250 in bonus 
award money. Second pays $175 in 
each category, third $150, fourth $75 
and fifth $50. Awards are based on 
relative finish and are guaranteed to 
the five highest placing riders in each 
category; i.e. the highest placing 
eligible rider will receive first place 
awards, and so on. 


Riders competing in the AMA 250 
and 500cc National Champion- 
ship Motocross Series will be 
eligible for a share of $25,000 in 
contingency awards Bel-Ray Lub- 
ricants will pay to competitors at 
the end of the season based on 
overall finishing positions. To be 
eligible for series awards riders 
must display the Bel-Ray 250/ 
500 Series emblem on the chest 
of their jersey. For bonus awards 
money riders must sign a product 
endorsement with Bel-Ray. Pay- 
ment will be made for each indi- 
vidual class with first overall 
eligible for a $3750 series award 
and a $2500 Bel-Ray bonus, for 
a possible $6250. Second overall 
pays $2400 and $1600, third 
$1500/$1000, fourth $1050/ 
$700, fifth $750/$500, sixth 
through 12th $450/$300 and 
13th through 20th $300/$200. 
If the top 20 riders don’t meet 
specified conditions, awards will 
be paid to the next-highest 
finishers. 


San Felipe Off-Road Raceway, a new 
facility currently under construction 
in San Felipe, Baja California, 
Mexico, will feature a motocross 
track, grand prix course, half- and 
quarter-mile ovals, a trials course, 
off-road auto tracks and a sand-drag 
strip. The raceway will be lighted for 
night racing and may be used as a 
launch point for off-road events 
through the Baja desert. The targeted 
opening date is for late summer or 
early fall, according to Baja Promo- 
tions, but the track will be available 
for certain uses before the grand 
opening. 


The first event of Baja Promo- 
tions’ Gran Prixs de Baja Series 
is set for March 11-13 and will 
start and finish at San Felipe Off- 
Road Raceway in San Felipe, Baja 
California, Mexico. Motorcycles 
will race two hours plus one lap, 
with the 250cc and Under classes 
starting at 9:00 a.m. The second 
round will be held May 20-22 in 
Tecate, Baja California, Mexico, 
with the start/finish line at the 
city’s central plaza. Round three 
has not been confirmed, but offi- 
cials anticipate it will be held in 
late summer or early fall in Ensen- 
ada. For more information contact

The opening round of the AMA 
National Championship MX Series 
will be held at Gatorback Raceway 
in Gainesville, Florida, Sunday, 
February 28, not February 29th as 
indicated in an advertisement in our 
last issue.

Orioli edges to 
Paris-Dakar win 





Italy’s Franco Picco led much of the rally on a Yamaha TT600 but a 
gamble that didn't pay off cost him a chance at the motorcycle overall.

In its 10-year history, this year’s running 
of the Paris-to-Dakar rally turned out to be 


the toughest and most grueling ever, in 


which one motorcyclist was killed and two 


left paralyzed, but Italian 
Eddie Orioli survived it all, 
piloting his big 1987 Honda 
NXR750 to the overall motor- 
cycle victory in the 22 day/8500 mile 
rally. 

Despite the long length of the 
rally, the finish was close with Orioli 
finishing only one hour ahead of the 
second place rider Italian Franco 
Picco, riding a Yamaha TT600. 
Picco led Orioli for one week, but 
during week three, Orioli took 
command after having made a big 
gamble pay off. 

The 27-year-old rider Orioli, who 
finished second last year, was a 
doubtful starter at this year’s event, 
having spent sixth months in bed 
following the 1987 Paris-to-Dakar 
rally with hepatitis. And that wasn’t 
all. In this year’s rally, Orioli crashed 
and injured his shoulder and 
sprained his knee, but the four-time 
Italian enduro Champion pressed on 
and captured his first-ever Paris-to- 
Dakar victory. 

Third place went to two-time 
Paris-to-Dakar winner and former 
ISDE overall winner Giles Lalay 
from France, riding a Honda 
NXR750. Fourth and fifth went to 
Spain’s Carlos Mas (Yamaha) and 
Italy’s Claudio Terruzzi (Honda). 

An estimated half a million spec- 


tators witnessed the six a.m. start in 
Versailles, France, (January 1), and 
little did the riders know the first 
special test section would be the 
toughest section of the whole rally. 
It happened 550 miles into the event 
in El Oued, 400 miles east of Algiers. 
The course director, Rene Meigo, 
had warned that the 150-mile special 
stage of soft sand would be extremely 
tough. 

The top riders all got through the 
stage in good time, but there was 
absolute chaos amongst the privat- 
eers and heavily-laden back-up 
vehicles. Twenty-four hours later, 
two-thirds of the field were still 
unaccounted for, and Meigo allowed ` 
an extra five hours to complete the 
stage without exclusion. But by then, 
the next day’s stage was already 
under way. 

The tough stage was won by 
former Paris-to-Dakar winner Gas- 
ton Rahier, riding a works Suzuki 
DR750 single. Next went to Rahier’s 
teammate Guy Huymen. 

Out of the 206 motorcycles that 
started the rally, only 114 were ready 
to start the second day. The first 
special stage, what was said to be the 
toughest stage in the rally’s history, 
was particularly hard on the privat- 
eer riders. 

Heading into the second day, 
Rahier was leading the motorcycles,

but the news was dominated by the 
first serious casualty of the rally 
when Huymen crashed and broke 
both legs. 

In the second special section 
between Hassi Messaoud and Bordj 
Omar Driss (Janaury 5), Rahier lost 
his support truck, and on the fol- 
lowing day, his Suzuki was showing 
signs of fragility. Rahier eventually 
had to replace ‘his whole motor, and 
was accessed a late penalty which 
dropped him to 30th, which pretty 
much eliminated his chance of 
winning the rally. The remainder of 
the rally was pure catch-up for 
Rahier. 

It was also on this day when three- 
time 500cc World MX Champion 
Andre Malherbe from Belgium had 
a terrible accident. Apparently he 
was not travelling fast, only 40-50 
mph, but was a little off the beaten 
track. and was thrown over the 
handlebars after hitting a pothole. 
He apparently landed on his head 
and may also have had the bike land 
on top of him. 

Yamaha’s team manager and rider 
Jean-Claude Oliviar spent an hour 
with him until assistance arrived, 
and he was very quickly repatriated 
to Paris and operated on within 
hours, but he is still paralyzed from 
the neck down. 

Oliviar later complained about the 
late start on Tuesday, which forced 
riders to go faster than they would 
have liked, in order to have any 
chance of finishing in daylight. 

Malherbe wasn’t the only rider 
injured on this day. J.C. Pellenard 
also damaged his back; Italian 
Giorgio Grasso broke a leg; Henri 
Peyard broke his collarbone and 
Javiar Riba, a Spanish Enduro 
Champion suffered head injuries. 

Four-time World MX Champion 
Harry Everts (Belgium), riding a 
Honda single, crashed and broke his 
ankle 120 miles from the finish of 
the stage but remounted to finish 
eighth just 50 minutes behind Picco. 
Everts then rode another 120 miles 
to Tamanrasset where he had to 
“abondon.”’ 

Orioli finished seventh in the 
section, but said on arrival, ‘“They’re 
crazy. It’s too tough. Rene (Meigo) 
is crazy this year. It’s not an adven- 
ture, it’s madness.” 

Orioli averaged 85 mph for the 200 
miles of the special test. 

The end of Sunday’s stage (Jan- 
uary 10th) to the long-awaited 
halfway stage in Agades, saw Orioli 
beat Picco by less than a minute to 
the resting point. The first two were 
the only front runners not have taken 
a wrong turn. Olivier, Mas, Terruzzi, 
a French rider, on a works Honda, 
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Carlos Mas from Spain captured fourth overall on a factory Yamaha 
YZE750. Mas finished behind former Paris-to-Dakar winner, Honda rider 
Gilles Lalay of France.

Cyril Naveu and Pierre Karsmakers 
all arrived within minutes of one 
another, nearly an hour behind. 
Rahier came in at 11th place. 

When the bikes left Agadez, Tues- 
day, (12th), there were just 62 motor- 
cycles in the running. 

On this day, ae to Itchigin, 
five-time Paris-to-Dakar winner 
Naveu had to retire with two broken 
and dislocated toes. His foot had hit 
a rock just six miles from the start 
of the 150-mile stage. 

Karsmakers, who was running 
sixth on a Honda, also dropped out 
when he fell into a ditch and suffered 
a thigh injury. This was also the day 
when Orioli crashed and dislocated 
his shoulder and sprained his knee. 

The stage was won by Terruzzi 
followed by France’s Theirry Char- 
bonnier and Rahier. Overall, how- 


ever, Picco held an hour lead ahead 
of Orioli and four hours up on third 
place Lalay. 

After reaching the capital of Niger, 
Niamey, Picco still held his week- 
long position as leader in the motor- 
cycle class over Orioli and Lalay. 

On Wednesday (13th) a sandstorm 
blew up, which would have made 
racing extremely hazardous, if not 
impossible. The day’s special stage 
from Mangaize to Kidel was can- 
celled, allowing the riders 18 hours 
to cover the 300 miles. 

Thursday (14th) was the turning 
point of the rally. Orioli’s courage 
im continuing the rally despite his 
injuries was rewarded when he won 
the stage from Kidal to Tessalit with 
an audacious gamble. Failing to find 
a control point in the middle of the 
stage, Orioli decided to risk a three-

hour penalty for missing it and carry 
on regardless to~Tessalit, while 
others searched in vain, because the 
check point turned out not to exist. 
Orioli made up all his hour deficit 
on Picco and more, snatching a 
slender nine-minute lead overall. 

Orioli was perturbed to find that 
his airborne mechanics had been 
stranded hundreds of miles away, as 
he was having problems with his 
Honda’s motor. 

Saturday’s (16th) stage from Lam- 
jerbir to Timbuktu (400 miles) was 
won by Charbonnier, on a Yamaha, 
who beat Lalay by just three minutes. 
Rahier finished third, Picco fourth. 
Picco made up 24 minutes on Orioli, 
who had more engine problems and 
could do no better than 11th. 

France’s Jean-Claude Hugar’s ride 
came to a tragic end on Sunday (17th) 
between Timbuktu and Bamako, in 
the heart of black Africa. After safely 
completing the 250-mile special in 
18th place, Hugar came to grief 12 
miles. further on when he failed to 
see a massive split in the road and 
crashed, sustaining serious head 
injuries. Hugar died two days later. 

Suzuki-mounted Fifi Yassard had 
been missing for three days when his 
bike blew an engine. Yassard turned 
up on an airplane, Sunday, after he 
made his way out of the desert on 
foot and camel. 

On Monday (18th), the rally took 
riders on a 300-mile course to Kayes, 
which was considered a very tough 
section. Orioli maintained his lead 
over Picco despite crashing a number 
of times, aggravating old injuries 
and damaging his motorcycle. 

Tuesday’s (19th) 300 miles stage 
from Kayes to Moudjeria took the 
rally into the Islamic Republic of 
Mauretania, three days from the 
finish. A difficult route to navigate, 


it was also full of tire-puncturing 
thorn bushes. Mas was the hero of 
the day, beating Lalay by just 70 
seconds. Picco made up 14 minutes 
on Orioli, who came in fifth. But 
Picco was still just over an hour 
behind. 

Wednesday’s. 410-mile drive from 
Moudjeria to, Nouckchott, the 
Mauretanian capital, was named 
“The Track of Crocodiles” and 
included a 250-mile special stage 
from Moudjeria to Chogar, which 
was to be the last really tough section 
of the rally. Meige promised a wicked 
mixture of everything that had been 
encountered so far: soft sand, ruts, 
rocks and thorn bushes. 

But in this section Lalay, Orioli, 
Picco and Mas retraced their steps 
in order to detour a “‘trials section” 
that was impassable on the big and 
heavy Paris-to-Dakar motorcycles. 

Behind them a sandstorm was 
brewing and visibility failing. The 
leading cars stopped, and the stage 
was “neutralized.” Only two private 
car teams had managed to find their 
way out of the tempestuous sand. 

The final day of the rally started 
Friday (22nd) in Richard Toll, and 
an extra special stage was added to 
make up for the previous day’s 
cancellation. Orioli retained his 
hour lead on Picco to win the bike 
class, and they were followed by 
Lalay, Mas and Terruzzi. 

The only American entered in this 
year’s Paris-to-Dakar was Malcolm 
Smith, who drove a Range Rover car, 
finished fourth overall and second in 
his class. ®

Interview: Former 250cc MX > 
World Champion Jacky Vimond 





A dream turned 
into a nightmare

Jacky Vimond was sittin’ on top of the 
world. It was August, 1986, and the 26-year- 
old from Paris, France, had just clinched 
his first-ever World Championship moto- 


cross title, and Yamaha wanted 
to throw a party for their new 
champ. Not just a party, but 
a World Championship vic- 
tory blowout party and Vimond was 
the guest of honor. 

What was to be a fun-filled, gala 
event, became a nightmare for the 
new World Champion. 

“It happened just after the 1986 
season, and Yamaha wanted to have 
a party celebrating my champion- 
ship,” said Vimond. “It (the party) 
was held in Caberet (France) and 
there were about 250 people there, 
sponsors, and people from 
Yamaha.” 

The highlight of the party came 
when Vimond was to make a grand 
entrance, by sitting on top of a 
motorcycle hanging by two cables, 
connected to the front and rear 
wheels, high above the ground. He 
was to be lowered to the floor. 

“There I was sitting on top of the 
motorcycle. You know, Yamaha 
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wanted to show off their new World 
Champion,” said Vimond. 

But the show turned into disaster 
when one of the cables holding the 
motorcycle in the air slipped, send- 
ing Vimond and the motorcycle 
plummeting to the ground. 

“One of the cables was hooked up 
wrong,” said Vimond. “The cable 
holding up the front end came loose 
and I fell nine meters (approximate- 
ly 30 feet). I injured my ribs, broke 
two vertebraes in my back, dislocated 
my shoulder and messed up my 
knee.” 

The freak accident nearly ended 
Vimond’s promising career (and still 
might). Instead of defending his 
World Championship title in 1987, 
Vimond spent much of his time on 
operating tables, and in therapy, in 
hopes of racing again and winning 
another World Championship. 

A little over a year later, Vimond 
is back on his bike and racing in the 
United States, using the 1988 
(January-February) Golden State 
National MX Series in California, as 
a warm-up for the upcoming 500cc 
World Championship GP Series. We 
caught up with Vimond at Carlsbad 
Raceway. 

Vimond’s road to recovery has 
been, to say the least, not easy. 

“I was in the hospital for one 
month, and then I went home but 
had to stay in bed for three months, 
laying completely straight,” said 
Vimond. “After the three months, I 
started working out in a swimming 
pool, and two months later, I started 
working out more because I could 
move.” 

Vimond’s most nagging injury 
was his lower back, which required 
two operations. 

“I tried to ride after the first 
operation; I tried but was in too 






+ much pain. I couldn’t sit down for 
` more than 10 minutes,” said 

A EA Vimond. “Then I had to go back and

GF Vimond then decided to travel to 
the United States to stay with: his. 
friend and trainer Dean Miller in ~“ 
Yucca Valley, California. 

“The best thing I could do is go 
to the United States and see Dean, 
because I know him and he is a very 
good trainer. So I stay for one month 
and work out every day with Dean 
to build up my body, no riding. I 
lost 32 pounds. 

“After training, I go back to France 
and I try to ride, and it’s no way. 
There was something still wrong 
with my back, and after many 
examinations, I go back to the 
hospital and have a new operation 
and take out the plates and screws. 
They had put in two plates and 10 
screws. After this everything was 
getting better.” 

After the final operation, Vimond 
started riding again until he felt 























confident enough to race for the first __ 


time since the accident. 

“It was at a local race. I was very 
frightened but it wasn’t so bad, 
because there wasn’t so many riders 
there, and I won the first heat and 
(took) second in the second heat. 
This was in April.” 

Vimond’s last race in Europe was 
the final round of the 250cc GP in 
Sweden, 1987. 

“I did very good there,” said 
Vimond. “I was very surprised I 
finished third in the second heat. 
After this I stopped completely, 
because I was very tired. Now I come 
back to the United States and try 
again and practice hard to come back 
MEXT year, O EE A R a 

Vimond returned to the U.S. to 
race against stiffer competition than 
he usually faces in Europe during 
the off season. He wants to be 100 
percent ready for the first 500cc GP 
in Austria, April 17, 1988, and feels 
the U.S. is the place to be. . 
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Vimond will ride the 1988 500cc 
GPs on a factory Yamaha. 





“It’s very good riding in the 
United States because the riders here 
are very crazy. I like coming here 
because it’s a very good school; you 
learn here. It’s very hard riding here; 
its completely different than in 
Europe. 

“In the U.S., you come to the track 
very early in the morning and there 
is only 10 minutes of practice, and 
you need to learn the track in your 
head very quickly — the lines and 
everything. Also, there are many 
good riders here. That’s good 
because there’s always guys in front 
of you and guys behind you, so you 
have to push every time. I like that, 
it’s very good. 

“I hope after this training in the 
U.S., I get much better. I guess I’m 
about 60 percent, now, so I’m hoping 
I'll be 100 percent by the first GP.” 

In 1988 Vimond will campaign the 
500cc GPs on a factory Yamaha, and 
he’s hoping for a top three finish in 
the series. If not, Vimond might quit 
racing forever. 

“I have a factory bike, so I need 
to finish in the top three. I work for 
this, because if I can’t finish in the 
top three, maybe I'll stop racing. I 
give all my life for this motocross, 
so if I can’t finish in the top three, 
I'll stop, because I like to win. That’s 
my motivation, to win. If I make a 
mistake, well, that’s okay, but if (my) 
speed isn’t enough, I'll stop. I’m 
going to try, I practice every day.” 

Life after motocross isn’t some- 
thing Vimond is thinking much 
about right now, however. 

“I don’t know what I’m going to 
do if I quit,” said Vimond. “It’s a 
big question for this time, because 
I’m thinking motocross at this time. 
I think the best thing for now, it’s 
thinking and training, because I 
need to win. That’s what I want.” è

Patterson, 
who gated sixth, came up strong 
through the pack and was now a 
close second to Gunter after passing 
Hadges and Muckelroy in a rough 
whooped out section. Patterson 
edged up next to Gunter but never 
gained the advantage. The two riders 
battled for one more lap until 
Patterson was able to make a pass 
stick. 

Shortly after being passed by 
Patterson, Gunter was disposed of by 
Muckelroy, who was now rapidly 
catching Patterson. With only a few 
laps remaining Muckelroy caught 
Patterson, who did everything he 
could to stop the charge, but with 
two laps to go Muckelroy got by and 
started to pull away. Jason Taylor 
advanced to fourth after passing 
Hadges and Gunter, but ran out of 
time to better his position. 

On the last lap Austin broke into 
the top five after passing Hadges just 
a few turns from the finish. Petersen 
claimed an easy win over Muckelroy, 
Patterson, Taylor, and Austin. Pat- 
terson was the overall winner and 
Petersen was second with a 7-1 score. 

At the start of the first 12-16-year 
old 80cc Intermediate moto Craig 
Decker pulled a massive holeshot to 
lead Damon Huffman, Todd 
McMasster, Dennis Dahlin, and 
Jason Kawell around on the first lap. 
On the second lap McMaster 
dropped to ninth, giving Dahlin

third. Ryan Huffman broke into the 
top five and was very close to Kawell 
and the two caught Dahlin. Kawell 
wasted no time in passing Dahlin 
and quickly increased the gap separ- 
ating the two. 

Entering the fourth lap Dahlin 
started to drop off the pace which 
allowed Ryan Huffman and Ray 
Hensley to go flying by. With only 
two laps to go Ryan Huffman was 
trying everything to keep Hensley at 
bay, but on the last lap Hensley made 
a clean pass and slipped into fourth. 
Decker took a comfortable win over 
Damon Huffman, Kawell, Hensley 
and Ryan Huffman. 

At the start of the second moto 
Decker again pulled a massive hole- 
shot over McMaster, Damon Huf- 
fman, Brian Wilson and Dahlin. On 
the first lap Damon Huffman man- 
aged to get by McMaster and set after 
Decker. McMaster soon crashed, 
handing Wilson third and Ryan 
Huffman fourth. 

Mechanical problems then forced 
Wilson to pull off the track. McMas- 
ter worked his way back up to sixth 
and on the final lap managed to get 
around Travis Cory but couldn’t 
close in on Ryan Huffman. Damon 
Huffman went on to take the win 
over Decker, Kawell, Ryan Huffman 
and McMaster. 

Honda-mounted John DiMuccio 
took the overall win in the 500cc 
Beginner class, but Leonard Kil- 
man’s second place finish was good 
enough to bring him back into the 
series points lead by two points. 

First moto action saw DiMuccio 
holeshot John Lea, Kilman, Rodney 
Qualls and Jerry Lockhart. Kilman 
soon passed Lea but couldn’t keep 
up the fast-moving pace that DiMuc- 
cio was running. On the second lap 
DiMuccio overshot a corner and 
dropped to fourth, handing Kilman 
the lead over Robert Fields. 

As the race wore on Kilman 
opened up a sizable lead. DiMuccio 
was having a difficult time maintain- 
ing the fast pace that he once held, 
but within two laps he had moved 
into second ahead of Lea, who was 
passed by Fields a lap later. At the 
finish it was Kilman with a clear win 
followed by DiMuccio, Fields, Lea 
and David Shoemaker. 

At the start of moto two DiMuccio 
again ‘grabbed the early lead over 
Lea, Qualls, Kilman and Tye 
Robertson. In the second turn Qualls 
stalled, which held up Kilman and 
allowed Lockhart to slip into third. 
Back up front Lockhart started to 
catch DiMuccio, cutting the distance 
in half in less than one lap. 





With three laps torgo it looked like 
“Lockhart was going to take over the 
lead and win the moto, but his chain 
came off, giving Lea second. Robert- 
son worked his way to fourth and 
was giving Kilmana rough time, and 
on the last lap in the last corner he 
stuffed Kilman and took third 
behind DiMuccio and Lea. 

At the start of the first 60cc (9-11) 
moto Zachary Rund got the holeshot 
ahead of Jason Partridge, Jeff Wil- 
loh, Russ Anderson and Chris 
Wheeler. On the first lap Willoh 
moved to second while Partridge 
dropped to fourth. As the race 
progressed Willoh passed Rund and 
Partridge repassed Anderson. Par- 
tridge soon moved into second and 
then began to catch Willoh. Par- 
tridge passed Willoh on the back 
straight and took the win followed 
by Willoh, Rund, Anderson and 
Wheeler. 

Partridge grabbed the early lead at 
the start of the second moto with 
Jerry Harvey, Willoh, Anderson and 
Wheeler close behind. At the end of 
lap one Anderson had the lead and 
quickly started to pull away. Rund 
rapidly cut through the pack, passed 
Willoh and Wheeler, then took 
second when Phil Richmond started 
to have problems. At the finish 
Anderson took the win and overall 
victory. Rund was second and Rich- 
mond took third. e

Interview: 425cc Hare & Hound 
National Champion Jeff Miller 





Going for the gold 
. . - Exira Gold!

If you want to make a name for yourself 
in motorcycle racing, you’d better have some 
riding ability. Kenny Roberts, Bubba Sho- 
bert, Dick Burleson and Bob “Hurricane” 


Hannah all showed that suc- 
cess in professional racing has 
to do with big wins, series 
point totals and high-speed 
records. 

But up in Boise, Idaho, a young 
Honda rider is doing things a little 
differently. 

It is not that Jeff Miller doesn’t 
have some riding ability. With a 
bronze medal in the Spanish ISDE 
and the win in the 125cc division of 
last year’s National Hare & Hound 
Championship Series under his belt, 
the 23-year-old desert racer is cer- 
tainly no slouch on a bike. 

But Miller’s riding ability is only 
just becoming known, and what 
really makes him stand out is his 
sponsor. 

Jeff Miller is known in desert 
racing circles as “the Coors Extra 
Gold guy.” With “Coors Extra 
Gold” plastered all over the side of 
his van and trailer, Miller is hard to 
miss when he arrives at the races, and 
with free samples of his sponsor’s 
products to hand out, few of the 
riders want to miss him. 

Miller is one of the very few, if 
not the only, off-road motorcycle 
racer sponsored by a major company 
outside the motorcycling industry, 
and, as Miller will tell you, his break 





into big time sponsorship was all a 
matter of luck. 

“I was a real late starter by motor- 
cycle racing standards — I didn’t sit 
on a bike until I was 12 and I didn’t 
start racing until I was 18,” Miller 
said. “Everyone of my bikes has had 
a single shock and only one of them 
hasn’t been liquid-cooled. That’s 
how new I am at this. When you start 
this late, you really don’t expect to 
get anywhere big in a sport. 

“I wasn’t very good at it when I 
started either. My first race was 
enough to make most people give 
up,” said Miller. “I was into moto- 
cross back then. and I got 19th out 
of 20th in my 125cc heat. I even got 
lapped twice by the leaders. There’s 
no way I ever thought I’d end up 
with a sponsorship.” 

Miller kept racing but his lacklus- 
ter early performances did rot 
improve in the leaps and bounds he 
had hoped for. 

“I was doing okay but I wasn’t 
anything special on a motocross 
course,” he said. “I got up to the 
Expert class, but then I raced part 
of the Golden Cup Series in 1983 and 
found out I wasn’t nearly fast enough 
to keep up in the bigger motocross 
events. About the same time I got 
sick of the attitude of the motocross 
guys. For a $25 entry fee they would 











kill you — they were going to win 
that race no matter what.” 

Miller’s disenchantment with 
motocross took him out to play ride 
in the local desert and soon resulted 
in a new racing venue. 

“Racing in the desert started with 
a bet,” he said. “I got talking to some 
people about a desert race the next 
day and they bet me I couldn’t do 
it. It wasn’t money — it was just a 
bet, but I thought I’d show them. 
I went out there the next day and 
cleaned house. I was just a beginner 
but I won the 125cc Expert class and 
got about 10th overall.” 

With his move to the desert, 
Miller’s racing career suddenly took 
a turn for the better. 

“I won the Overall Number One 
plate and the Number One 125cc 
plate in Idaho in 1983,” he said. “At 
that stage, I was just playing on the 
weekend, really. I wasn’t concerned 
with winning — it was just a hobby.” 

Miller’s “hobby” soon blossomed. 
The young rider racked up wins in 
the 125cc class in the Virginia City 
Grand Prix and Utah’s famous 
Cherry Creek Hare & Hound. He 
rounded out his winning streak by 
grabbing first 125 in the 1984 
Barstow-to- Vegas race. 

His success in the desert prompted 
Miller to think about enduros, and 
that was where his sponsorship 
began. 

“It was 1985, and Reed Bright and 
I started making big plans to go to 
the ISDE. in Spain,” said Miller. 
“The ISDEs really appealed to me 
because there was some skill involved 
working on your bike and keeping 
time. You didn’t have to go out and 
go ape to win. I could take it slower 
and think. Reed and I started riding 
every day we could — we'd even ride 
on days when there’d be snow two 
feet deep. Reed had a run of bad luck 
and kept getting hurt, but eventually 
I managed to qualify for the team. 

“I was riding in the hills just after 
that and I literally ran into a guy 
on the.trail and we got to talking. 
He had heard about me and said he’d 
heard I needed some support. He was 
Basque and introduced me to a lot 
of Basque people, and from there 
things started to take off. The 
Basques were really excited about me 
going to compete in their home 
country of Spain and wanted to get 
behind me. I got interviewed on TV 
and got a key to the City of Boise, 
and then I was introduced to the 
general manager of a Coors distri- 
buting company — he was Basque 
too. 

“I was so ignorant then,” Miller 
laughed. “I figured all the guys at 
the top like Larry Roeseler were 
getting big salaries. I thought they 
were on $100,000 a year, so when 
Coors asked me what I wanted, I said 
if they would just pay my expenses 
I'd be theirs. They hadn’t been into 
motorcycles before so they thought 
that was cheap and they gave me 
some money toward a new bike and 
general expenses. The Basque people 
held an auction for me and between 
that and Coors, it paid everything 
I needed to go to Spain. 

“The sponsorship started out as a 
one-shot deal for publicity for 
Coors,” said Miller. “They got a lot 
of TV coverage — local boy makes 
good and that sort of stuff, and back 
then, I thought all the racers were 
doing it. I had no idea I was the only 
one. 

Miller’s first ISDE effort started 
well but ran into trouble on day 
three. 

“I got my foot stuck in the rear 
wheel of an Italian’s bike in a special 
test and broke it,” said Miller, “but 
I finished the event and got a bronze 
medal. Coors was ecstatic. They 
couldn’t understand how anyone 





could ride a bike for three days with 
a broken foot. The executives 
thought it was amazing.” 

Miller’s first attempt at continuing 
his Coors sponsorship after the 
Spanish ISDE turned out to be a big 
disappointment. 

“When the 1986 season came 
along, I figured out how much I 
needed to do the important races,” 
said Miller. “I still thought everyone 
was getting paid really big money 
and when I told Coors I needed a 
van, two bikes, a parts allowance, gas 
money, and stuff like that, I thought 
that was pretty cheap. I applied to 
Coors Sports, the department that 
handles the company’s sponsor- 
ships, but they turned me down. 
They said they didn’t want a motor- 
cycle racer because they didn’t get 
enough publicity. But then the head 
of the Extra Gold division agreed to 
handle me through his department. 

“Tt was all just a fluke,” Miller 
recalled. “I came along right at the 
same time that Extra Gold was 
coming out on the market. It had 
been test-marketed in Boise and parts 
of New Mexico and was going to be 
released in the areas where I was 
going to be riding the AMA National 
Hare & Hound Championship 
events. The race locations made me 
a good buy. Extra Gold (officials) 
thought I would reach more people 
than the same amount of money 
spent on TV ads or something, and 
they sent me enough money to 
operate for the year before I even 
signed the contract.” 

Miller’s fully-sponsored ride got 
off to a great start. “I did the National 
Hare & Hound Series and was doing 
fairly well at the beginning of the 
year, and I qualified for the ISDE 
too, so things were going pretty well. 
Then I went to Italy to race at the 
Six Days and I nearly didn’t make 
it back!” 

Miller’s second shot at an ISDE 
gold medal came in September 1986 
and turned out to be a complete 
disaster. 

“When I got to Italy, I went to 
Kawasaki to pick up my bike,” 
explained Miller. “Billy Liles, one 
of Kawasaki's motocross riders from 
the U.S., was there and he and two 
mechanics were going to lunch so 
I jumped in the car with them. We 
ended up crashing into a truck and 
Billy Liles’ mechanic was killed. It 
was awful — and the really freaky 
part was that it should’ve been me. 
‘The mechanic that was killed was 
sitting in the back seat and when I 
went over to get in that side of the 
car, he wouldn’t move over, so I 
walked back around to the other side 
and got in there. If he had moved 
over I would’ve been the one that got 
killed.” 

But Miller did not get off 
unscathed. 

“I came out of it with a broken 
neck,” he said. “I cracked the second 
from the top vertebra which is next 
to the part of the brain that controls 
your breathing. The doctors said it 
should’ve killed me. 

“I woke up in the hospital and I 
thought I was dead, and once I found 
out I was still alive, I thought I was 
paralyzed,” said Miller. “They had 
some contraption on my head and 
no one would tell me what was 
wrong with me.’ 

Things were still unclear when 
Miller’s wife, Anna, got the news. 

“We had been married two weeks 
when I got the call, and I thòught 
he was dead or going to die,” said 
Anna. “I got an emergency passport 
and flew to Italy but it was four days 
before I arrived and they hadn’t even 
washed the blood off him. He was 
still in the same shirt he was wearing 
when they had the accident and I had 
to fight with the hospital to get his

watch back. Believe me, Italy is no 
place to have an accident!” 

Miller’s injury was finally diag- 
nosed when he got back to Boise and 
it kept him off a bike for three 
months. 

“I started racing again at the 
National Hare & Hound event in 
Reno, but my neck was still hurting 
and I had a terrible day. Three 
months is a long time to be out and 
now is the first time I’ve really felt 
good on a bike again and it’s been 
a year since the accident.” 

Miller’s contract with Coors ran 
out after he won the 125cc class at 
the Boise National Hare & Hound, 
but Coors put him back on the Extra 
Gold payroll with an expanded 
program for 1987. 

“This year I got parts and all that 
stuff, and sort of a salary,” said 
Miller, ‘“‘and that puts`a lot of 
pressure on you. I’ve spent the whole 
year trying to impress Coors. Like 
at the SCORE Great Mojave 250 — 
I broke down 12 miles out and I was 
so desperate to impress them that I 
pushed the bike all the way in. 

“Having a sponsorship like this 
is scary,’ Miller explained. “The 
sponsorship makes me feel pressured 
to do really well, but now that I’m 
getting better after the accident it’s 
getting a bit easier. I’m riding up 
to par so it’s less threatening now 
and I’ve been having a pretty good 

ear.” 

The 1987 racing season saw Miller 
finish second in the 125cc division 
at Whiskey Pete’s World Champion- 
ship Hare & Hound. He also won 
his first championship ttle in the 
125cc class of the National Hare & 
Hound Series. 

Miller has his 1988 racing program 
all mapped out: 

“J want to continue racing the 
National Hare & Hound Series. I 
want to go to France for next year’s 
ISDE and I'd love to get the 125cc 
Number One plate in SCORE next 
year,” he said.

Smith wins Coyote 
Derby Enduro

“Maybe that’ll show them that I’m not just 
a throttle jockey,” was the comment from 
desert ace Dan Smith after taking the win 
at the 18th Annual AMA/District 37 Coyote 


Derby Enduro hosted by the 


*Chaparrals Motorcycle Club. 


The Team Husqvarna racer, 
who is best known for his 
domination of AMA/D-37’s desert 


competition, switched divisions for 


the day to earn points in the Best 
of the West Series — a seven-race 
program that combines hare and 
hounds, enduros, grands prix and a 
motocross event to determine the best 
overall rider in District 37. Smith 
came out on top with a three point 
advantage over the nearest 
competition. 

“The trails are a lot tighter and 
way more fun than they are in a 
desert race,” said Smith, “‘and there’s 
none of the wide open across-the- 
valley stuff here either. It was really 
fun.” 

Even more surprising than the 
desert racer’s win, was the fact that 
he rode almost all the way without 
an odometer. “I broke the speedome- 
ter cable about halfway round the 
first loop and I’ve been riding 
without anything since then,” said 
Smith. “Td keep up with the guys 
on my minute in the slow stuff and 
just go as fast as I could and, hope 
for the best when we got to-a fast 





section. I guess it must’ve worked out 
okay.” 

Riders at the Chaparrals’ event 
faced cold, breezy conditions and 90 
miles of fast-paced riding. “We 
didn’t put in anything special 
because of the (Best of the West) series 
— we just made it a regular énduro,” 
said Chaparrals’ president, “Cactus 
Willy” Adams. “‘We did give them 
some fast averages towards the end, 
though. That should wake them 


up. 

The first of the 240 riders left the 
line at eight a.m. and headed out into 
the 30 miles of rocks, off-camber hills 
and back-and-forth goat trails that 
made up loop one. The 24-mile an 
hour average made the loop easy 
pickings for most of the field, but 
for some, like Pete Postel, the 
problems began early. 

“I started with an odometer but 
it broke about three miles out,” 
Postel explained, “so I didn’t have 
one for most of the event. That makes 
things tough.” 

Another early casualty was efiduro 
ace Rick Daniel. “I went to sleep in 
the first loop and burned a check,” 
said Daniel, “and then in loop two, 
I got behind a couple of guys and 
missed a couple of checks by five or 





six seconds because of the traffic. I 
just wasn’t on today.” 

Loop two was another 30-mile 
section, this time with a 36-mile an 
hour special test through the rocks 
at Charlie’s Place, and another 
special test in the sand washes and 
rocky hills close to the railroad 
tracks. 

The “first problem in loop two” 
award was claimed by Yorba Linda’s 
Ron Lawson. “I fouled a spark plug 
and dropped two points at the first 
check in loop two,” said the CR250 
pilot. “It was out in the middle of 
nowhere — no one else was dropping 
points anywhere near there. I hope 
I still do okay, but I think those two 
points will kill me.” 

A flat rear tire knocked the stuffing 
out of Dave Chase’s ride in loop two. 
“T was all over the place,” said Chase, 
who was riding on Smith’s minute 
and helping the odometerless Husky 
pilot to keep time in the slow 
sections. “The second loop didn’t get 
any tighter than the first one, but 
they bumped the averages up a little 
faster and I couldn’t keep up with 
the flat.” 

The scores were still close as the 
riders came out of the one-and-a-half 
hour second loop and began to prep 
their bikes for the final 30 miles of 
the enduro, but the Chaparral’s third 
loop soon spread the points out. 

“The third loop started right off 
the bat with a 36 mph average going 
into the sand hills above Teagle 
Wash,” Daniel told Cycle News. “It 
was like a supercross — big rollers 
everywhere. You could get some 
serious air off some of those.” 

“I think 36 is a good average — 
it makes things fun,” said Smith, 
who was still doing a good job of 
zeroing the checks on loop three 
despite the increased speeds, and top 
contender Rob Mesecher would 
probably have agreed — right up to 
the last three miles of the course. 

“I got lost,” said an. obviously 











disappointed Mesécher. “I was only’ | 
down six points and I got lost about ` | 


. a mile from the finish. I rode an extra 


three miles to get here and now I’ve 
lost eight points. It was kind of fast 
but it was fun up until then.” 

But despite the best efforts of the 
enduro regulars, when the cards were 
in and the minutes were counted, 
Smith’s five points put him at the 
top of the Chapparal’s results list. 
“It wasn’t hard or anything, but it 
sure was fun,” said Smith. “And 
apart from no speedometer, I had a 
good ride — no bottlenecks, no flats, 
no nothing.” 

Second placed Daniel was one of 
four riders who finished with eight 
points. “It was great — never boring, 
that’s for sure,” the YZ490 pilot said. 
“They took us through a lot of 
different types of terrain so it made 
you think and you really had to ride. 
My only complaint is that I thought 
it was little too easy. I'd like to see 
more tight stuff and for longer times 
— make people drop five, six or seven 
minutes. Make the sections 10 to 15 
miles long then we’ll see who’s in 
shape and who’s not. But I’m still 
pleased with my finish because I’m 
riding with a broken finger. I’m 
going to try for the Best of the West 
— I think it’s going to be a good 
series.” 

Mesecher’s tie breakers earned him 
third in the overall standings, with 
Postel finishing fourth and Eric 
Anderson claiming fifth. 

“I’m going for the Best of the West 
Series, but I didn’t do too well 
today,” said Postel (KX250). “Not 
having an odometer makes things 
pretty tough but I thought it was a 
fun course.” 

“I had an excellent ride,” was the 
comment from Husky 400cc pilot 
Anderson. “I don’t think there was 
anything very difficult out there and 
the weather was beautiful.” ` 

Sixth overall went to Ron Lawson 
(CR250) who took 17th overall at the 
Best of the West Hare and Hound 
event the week before. “I was worried 
today because I still have really tall 
gearing on the bike from the desert 
race,” said Lawson, who finished 
with nine points. “I was worried it 
would cost me but it turned out to 
be an advantage because this was a 
lot faster than I'd expected.” 

Donny Simone brought his KX125 
home with nine points to claim 
seventh overall. “I kept missing 
checks by four or five seconds and 
those points add up,” said Simone. 
“I could’ve done better but I'll take 
it. The biggest problem I had was 
getting stuck in a bottleneck on the 
last loop. There was a little ravine 
going up a sand wash with walls 
about three feet high. I couldn’t get 
out of it so I just had to wait and 
I probably lost an extra minute in 
that.” 

But you did not have to be in the 
top 10 to have a good time at the 
Chaparrals enduro. 

Randy Bennett of Irvine was 
riding his first District 37 event. “I’ve 
done a lot of CRC enduros, but this 
is my first district one,” said Bennett. 
“This pushes you harder and you 
learn a lot more. I’ll be back, that’s 
for sure.” 

For Peter Claridge of Christ- 
church, New Zealand, it was his first 
ride ever in the California desert. “I 
did two loops and I came off a couple 
of times,” said Claridge. “We're used 
to doing a 30 or 40 mile loop and 
it would take us at least two hours. 
It’s a lot faster here and the scenery’s 
a bit different too.” e

Layton Gwinn overcome a first turn 
spill to claim the 250cc B honors at 
Hell Hole Creek MX.

“A lot of people never take the time to 
learn the right way to ride. They should 
take one of the classes offered by the 
Motorcycle Safety Foundation so 4 
they don't pick up bad riding 
habits.”

“Drinking and riding or using drugs and 
riding is just plain stupid. I'd never take that 
kind of chance. Nobody should.” 

On Knowing Your Limits: 

“T see a lot of guys on the street riding over 
their heads and they probably think they're 
pretty cool. But they're not impressing any- 
body. I never use the street as a race track. I 
think it’s important to know your limitations 
and ride within them. I’m a professional 
racer, but I still make every ride a learning 
experience.”
